offered to cure poverty. 
“ Success in life” was another of 


the things mentioned in their line, 


and, so the indictments read, all 


that was necessary for the patient 


to do was to put 
himself in a 


passive state for 
fifteen minutes 


twice each day for a certain length 


of time. 
The prosecution claims that the 


healers have conducted a swind­ 


ling business, inasmuch as the pa­ 


tients of the healers do not receive 


return benefit for their money and 


that the affair is merely a scheme 


to 
separate 
persons 
from 
their 


money. 
The 
case is brought in 


the United States court because the 


mails were used by the healers to 


carry on the correspondence relat­ 


ing to their business.

NOT CONSTITUTIONAL. 


An Impor tant Decision Rander ed At 
Lancaster . Mo. 


The cir cuit cour t at Lancaster , 
Mo., has 
decided 
an 
impor tant 
point on cr iminal law. 
Char les Smith was indicted for 
cr iminal conver sation with an un­ 
mar r ied female under 18 year s of 
age, under section 1838 of the R e ­ 
vised Statutes of Missour i, which 
pr ovides punishment for a ter m of 
two year s in the penitentiar y, or by 
a fine of not less than $500, or by 
impr isonment in 
the county jail 
not less than one month nor mor e 
than six months, or by both such 
fine and impr isonment, in the dis­ 
cr etion of the cour t. 
This law was enacted in 1S95. 
The cour t held the act unconstitu­ 
tional, in that it pr ovides that the 
cour t shall assess the punishment 
when made. 
Under the constitution the jur y 
must fix the punishment in their 
ver dict. 
The cour t quashed the 
indictment and dischar ged the pr is­ 
oner .

AMUSING PRESCRIPTIONS. 


Stories That Are Related of the Late 
Dr. Gruby . 


Some cnriuus stories 
about 
the 
prescn|» tions of the late Dr. (jJruby. 
a })hysiciaii \t ho is widely known be­ 
cause, among oilier reasons, he was 
the doctor prcbeni at Heine's dcaih, 
are told in the German Medical Week­ 
ly. 
He was rather of a mv stic, and 
believ ed much in the power of “ sug­ 
gestion" wlien he began to practice 
medicine; liis prescriptions 
were ex- 
tremely odd and original; they were 
of a dietctic-hv gicnic character— ex- 
O 
ercise, abstinence, occnpatiun— and, 
knowing that such simple adv ice was 
seldom ohev ed. Dr. Gruhv mixed it 
with a little comedy for each patient. 
One ])reiCripiion was only a little 
aromatic gum water, together with 
an order to walk ev ery morning be­ 
fore sunrise from the Ihi^tille and the 
iMadcleiiic, the patient at ev ery sixty- 
eighth step to crack a grape kernel 
between his teeth. 
Another ])atient 
was ordered to mount his dining tal)le 
throe times a dav and l)end his body 
backward for sev en and a half min­ 
utes at a time. One prctcripiion was 
to swallow two raw eggs with exactly 
47 grams of salt ev ery ev ening. 
A 
nerv ous idler was ordered 
to 
take 
an apartment of four rooms oti the 
iifth story of a house, to hav e the 
rooms papered in a dilTerent sl ade 
of green, each with a dilfereni pat­ 
tern, the patient 
himself 
choodng 
both apartments and papers and su­ 
perintending all the work. 
At the 
end of four weeks the patient called 
again on the doctor, as ordered, and 
was found almost perfectly cured. 
Dr. Gruhv was consulted bv manv 
distinguished people besides Heine; 
George Sand, ifarshal 
MacMahon, 
Dumas the elder, Daudet, Thomas, 
Chopin and Liszt were among his pa­ 
tients. 
Alexander Dumas related 
that, being aillicted with insomnia, 
he consulted Gruby, who ordered him 
to take the 4:40 j). m. train at St. La- 
zaire and go to Versailles and hack, 
assuring him that he was sure to sleep 
on the return journey. 
Dumas said 
that was nonsense, and left in a huif, 
but soon after, being near St. Lnzaire 
at the time mentioned, he entered 
the train, and with such success that 
wlicn he again arriv ed at St. Lazaire 
the ticket porter had to rouse him 
from a deep sleep. 


AN INTERESTING COMPARISON 


Power oi a Big Locomotive and of an 
Ocean Steamship. 
A n 
interesting 
comparison 
be­ 
tween the most }) 0werful locoinoiiv e 
and the most })owerful steamship is 
giv en in the 
Scientific 
American. 
The Jaew Rogers consolidation 
en­ 
gine, built for use on lieav y grades 
on the Illinois Central, is compared 
with tlie Oceanic, the steamship that 
exceeds the Great Eastern in size and 
power. 
The locomotiv e is designed 
to haul trains of a maximum weight 
of 2,000 tons ov er grades of 38 feet 
to the mile. 
The Oceanic is 104 feet 
in length and on a draft of 3 2i feet 
displaces 28 ,500 tons. 
Its engines 
indicate about 28 ,000 horse power 
when driv ing the v essel at a s])eed of 
22 land miles an hour. The big loco­ 
motiv e could haul about 3,250 tons 
weight at a speed of 22 miles an hour 
on the lev el, a n d while so doing would 
indicate about 1,7 00 
horse 
power 
With this basis of comparison the 
Scientific American estimates that it 
would require 10 such locomotiv es to 
driv e the Oceanic through the water 
at a speed of 22 miles an hour, or ciglU 
locomotiv es would carry it on a Ie\e 
ship railway. 
As the cube of Hie re­ 


sistance of the water increa.^^es with 
the cube of the speed, hence, although 
the Ocearic could be hauled at 2| 
miles an hour l)v less 
locomotiv es 
ft/ 
than it would take to haul that load 
on land at a speed of 22 miles an hour, 
it requires just twice the power on 
water that it would on tlio 
land. 
Loaded in box cars of the ordinary 
10,0(X) ])ouiids capacity, the Oceanic 
and its cargo would fill 8fi(> freight 
ears, wliich would he a train about 
six miles in leniith.
